Reo at show time announced it 
would have a Spring model and 
quite a few of us had a peep at 
it; in fact, pictures of the job 
were shown, but as yet no formal 
announcement as to price has 
been made. The new model—it’s 
the 1934 Flying Cloud—is ex- 
pected to go into production this 
week, so the Lansing concern is 
all set on this program.

Washington, Mar. 13.— Repre- 
sentatives of the motor car man- 
ufacturing industry, the American 
Federation of Labor, and the 
National Labor Board of the 
NRA will meet here tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock in an effort 
to adjust disputes which threaten 
serious disturbance of the na- 
tion’s foremost manufacturing 
enterprise. 

Listed to appear on behalf of 
the industry are W. 5. Knudsen, 





vice-president of General Motors, 


W. J. Cronin, secretary of the 
manufacturers’ committee of the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, Alfred Reeves, vice- 
president and general manager of 
the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, and Pyke Johnston, 
vice-president of the N.A.C.C., 
and its Washington representa- 
tive. 

Specifically, the board is pre- 
pared to attempt the adjustment 
of disputes involving four units 
of the industry—the Buick Motor. 
Car Co., Hudson Motor Car Co., 
Nash Motors, and the Fisher 
Body Corp. Actually, however, 
its function will be the broader 
one of seeking out actual or po- 
tential causes of disaffection 
which extend to the whole field 
of motor vehicle production. Im-

Code Suggested 
For Relations of 


Makers-Dealers 


Red Bank, N. J., Mar. 13.—A 
code governing the relations be- 
tween automobile manufacturers 
and automobile dealers is pro- 
posed in a paper read this week 
before NRA officials in Washing- 
ton by S. M. Heimlich, treasurer 
of the Monmouth County Auto- 
mobile Dealers’ Assn. Mr. Heim- 
lich’s suggestion embodies a code 
which would be known as the 
“code of fair practice between 
manufacturer and dealer.” Its 
purpose would be to define the 
benefits, rights and privileges ac- 
cruing to each in contracts be- 
tween them. Finance companies 
would be asked to partake in the 
formation of such a code to in- 
sure fairness to both parties. 

Under such a code as defined 
by Heimlich the dealer would 
seek to “regulate the amount of 
territory assigned to each dealer 
so that each dealer shall have a 
sufficient potential to permit him

February Car Sales in U.S. 
To Approach 95,000 Units 


Detroit, Mar 13.—On the basis 
of estimates from registrations 
in eight states, passenger car 
sales in the U. S. for February 
will approximate 95,000 units, R. 
L. Polk & Co. reported today in 
its weekly survey of motor car 
registrations. 

With 46 states reported for 
January, showing a total of 59,177 
units registered, Polk estimated 
that January registrations in the 
entire U. S. will total approxi- 
mately 61,000. 

In the 11 states reported for 
February, registration totaled 13,- 
104, Polk reported, as compared 
with 10,281 in February of last 
year, an increase of 27.4 per cent. 





This figure also represented an 
increase of 80.3 per cent over sales 
in January, 1934, when 7,361 units 
were registered in the same eight 
states. 

January registrations in 46 
states, according to Polk figures, 
totaled 59,177, a decrease of 23.5 
per cent over the same month last 
year, but an increase of 2.3 per 
cent over sales in December, 1933. 

The Polk estimate of 95,000 
units for February compares 
with registrations of 69,464 for 
the same month of 1933. 

Commercial cars continued their

Detroit, Mar. 13.—Restoration 
of the minimum wage of $5 a day 
in Ford plants throughout the 
nation were announced today at 
Dearborn. 


The increased wages affect 70,- 
000 workers, it was stated. 

The new wages became effec- 
tive early today, but announce- 
| ment was held up till late this 
| afternoon. 


Henry Ford said: 

“No one has ever lost anything 
by raising wages as soon as he 
is able. It has always paid us.” 

At the same time executives of 
the Ford company warned work- 
ers against coming to Detroit for 
jobs, pointing out that the auto 
industry does not need additional 
employes at present. 

The blanket rise affects not 
only the Dearborn, River Rouge 
and other workers near Detroit 
in Ford plants, but branches 
throughout the United States, it 
| was said. 

Ford officials said 32,681 men in 
Detroit area were affected by the 
raise. 

Wages being paid now at the 
rate of $4 and $4.40 a day are in- 
creased automatically to $5 a 
day, the minimum wage set years 
ago by the Fords, but cut down 
after the depression reduced car 
making to a minimum.

is by no means the highest 


wage Mr. Ford has paid. In 1929 
the daily wage was $6. At that 
time Mr. Ford raised it to $7, 
calling it the “Depression Dollar.” 
| Last February 17,000 Ford 


| workers received small increases, 
but this is the largest blanket in- 
crease since the dark days of 
1929. 


January Financing 


Totals 536,960, 194 


Washington, Mar. 13.—Statistics 
compiled by the Census Bureau 
showed that the number of new 
ears financed at retail in Janu- 
ary, 1934, totaled 35,684, and the 
average per car was $556. The 
average in January, last year was 
$516. Volume reached a total of 
$19,837,613 at retail during the 
first month of the current year. 


Substantial figures also are re- 
vealed in the compilation of used 
ear financing, with 71,540 cars 
thus handled during January, 
| 1934. The average per car was 
| $221; total amount, $15,839,548. 
The number of unclassified cars 
for the month was 2,699; the 
amount of money involved in 
the financing, $827,212; the aver- 
age per car, $306. 

Two and four-tenths per cent 
of the sales were unclassified in

February Sales Gain

MEMA Issues Bulletin 
On Trade Mark Piracy 


New York, Mar. 13.—Unfair 
competition resulting from Japa- 
nese imitation of American au- 
tomotive products and _trade- 
marks in both domestic and for- 
eign markets has reached a stage 
that calls for joint action by af- 
fected manufacturers, govern- 
mental agencies, and all other in- 
terested parties according to A. 
H. Ejichholz, general manager of 
the Motor and Equipment Manu- 
facturers’ Assn., who has issued 
a bulletin on the subject to mem- 
bers of the MEMA. 


The bulletin cites mumerous 
instances in which _ popular 
American products are imitated 
by Japanese manufacturers, pack- 
aged and advertised in such a 
way as to take full advantage of 
the standing of the American 
products, and sold directly in 
competition with these products. 
Not only do these imitation prod- 
ucts interfere directly with sales 
of the genuine American goods 
but, being usually of inferior 
quality and standards, they break 
down confidence in the American 
goods in the minds of buyers 
who think they are buying the 
genuine article. 





Indiana Law Levying 
Truck Tax is Upheld 


Indianapolis, Mar. 13.—The 1933 
state law levying a tax on trucks 
used for hire on public highways 
has been upheld by Judge Clar- 
ence E. Weir, of Superior court. 

The judge held that because the 
money collected from the taxes 
is used for the upkeep of the 
highways, the state has the legal 
right to levy it. He also stated 
that use of highways by trucks 
for hire is conducting a private 
business on highways maintained 
for the public. 
















Truck Contract 
Probe Closed; 
No Indictments 


Washington, Mar. 13.—Six 
weeks of intense investigation of 
the $10,000,000 army motorization 
program by a Federal grand jury 
came to an abrupt end here yes- 
terday with a decision not to 
indict. 

Hailed by war department and 
army officials as vindication of 
their methods of dealing with 
private firms, the verdict of the 
grand jury does not mark the end 
of investigational procedure in 
connection with the awarding of 
contracts. A sub-committee of 
the house appropriations commit- 
tee will continue its searching in- 
quiry into both motor and air- 
craft purchasing programs. In 
connection with its procedure, 
fifteen volumes of evidence ad- 
duced by the grand jury in its 
quiz of 40 witnesses will be turned 
over to the sub-committee if it 
desires to see the record. 

There were signs here today 
that the jury’s 15 to 8 decision 
not to indict did not write the 
final chapter in its consideration 
of the “motor scandal.” Some 
members of the body, dissatisfied 
with the manner in which the in- 
vestigations have been conducted, 
were reported ready to file state- 
ments of protest with the District 
supreme court on the subject. 
These were awaited with interest, 
observers feeling that they would 
throw considerable light on the 
background of the grand jury’s 
refusal to bring formal charges 
in the case. 

The case, involving spectacular 
allegations of offers to sell influ- 
ence in connection with the 
awarding of contracts, ability to 
have specifications modified to 
obtain favorable consideration, 
sinister social fetes and “parties 
on the Potomac,” began with the 
sudden termination of the whole 
motorization program. 

Motor firms mention. .; *he 
record at the beginning of the 
inquiry were the General Motors 
Corp., Fargo Motors Corp. which 
is a Chrysler subsidiary, and the 
Marmon-Herrington Co. Repre- 
sentatives of each company testi- 
fied during the investigation, 
along with Harry H. Woodring, 
assistant secretary of war, and 
numerous army officers and war 
department employes identified 
with the awarding of contracts. 
Also heard were present and for- 
mer officials of the American 
Legion, with which organization 
it was reported several of the 
central figures in the case were 
identified. 


Goodrich Head 
Sees Progress 
Now in Russia 
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Akron, Mar. 13.—Economic prog- 
ress in Russia, marked by unusual 
industrial activity, is apparent, 
according to V. I. Montenyohl, 
treasurer of the B. F. Goodrich 
Co., who has just returned to Ak- 
ron following a business trip 
abroad. 

“While our stay in Russia was 
limited, we had opportunities to 
visit a number of manufacturing 
plants in and near Moscow and 
were impressed by their size and 
efficiency,” Mr. Montenyohl said. 
“There is no question that the 
present industrial order there is 
producing satisfactory results. 
Contentment of the people is ob- 
vious even to the lay observer. 

“We were well received and 
found that Russian business men 
were informed and keenly inter- 
ested in the operation of NRA 
and other governmental agencies 
and measures in this country. 

“Recovery from depression seems 
to be somewhat further advanced 
in England than in any European 
country we travelled through. We 
believe that there has been econ- 
omic improvement in Europe dur- 
ing the past year in spite of po- 
litical difficulties in many of the 
nations.”
